DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. This is in response to the arguments on 1 1/14/2008. 

The following is the status of claims: 

Claims 10-30 remain pending for examination. 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1-9 and 31 
directed to database non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 1-9 and 30 have been cancelled. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, filed on 1 1/14/2008, with respect to the pending claims have been fully 
considered are persuasive, as a result, the amendment to the claims overcome the rejection. Therefore, 
the rejection of the last Office action has been withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or additions be 
unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

Cancel claims 1-9 and 31. 
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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

With respect to claims 10-30 are allowed over the prior art of record. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to the independent claim 10, the claimed features "transferring groups of the 
archived data, in parallel, to corresponding temporary tables in a target database system; inserting data 
from the temporary tables into a target table in the target database system" in conjunction with other 
elements of the independent claims are not suggested, anticipated or found to be obvious over the prior 
art made of record. With respect to the independent claim 22, the claimed features "defining the 
temporary tables according to definitions of the source table; inserting rows of the temporary tables into a 
target table in the second database system" in conjunction with other elements of the independent claims 
are not suggested, anticipated or found to be obvious over the prior art made of record. With respect to 
the independent claim 26, the claimed features "receive, in parallel, groups of data from a source table in 
a source database system into the temporary tables; insert data from the temporary tables into a target 
table in the target database system" in conjunction with other elements of the independent claims are not 
suggested, anticipated or found to be obvious over the prior art made of record. 

The dependent claims, being definite, further limiting, and fully enabled by the specification are 
also allowed. 
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The closest prior art., Abrams, USPT No. 6,151,608 relates to methods and systems for migrating 

data. 

Bohm et al., USPT No. 5,404,507 relates to an apparatus and method for retrieving a data record 
of an item or object in a database with limited or incomplete input data. 

Taylor, USPT No. 6,651,074 relates to generally to storage and retrieval of large databases, and 
more particularly to the use of temporary storage for moving large files but fail to teach the above 
limitations
